During the course of a physical surveillance in Washington, 

D. C., of captioned individual}?the following observations were made: 

On the evening of July 17 A 1950 > Of fie left the Hotel Statler 
and walked north on Sixteenth Street. He was observed speaking with 
an Army or Marine enlisted man who was also walking along the street 
and who apparently was a casual contact. After speaking briefly 
with this enlisted man, Offie proceeded to Seventeenth Street and 
entered Mickey's Grill at 1117 - 17th Street, N. W. Offie remained at 
Mickey's Grill for several minutes, drinking a beer and reading a 
newspaper. He then proceeded to Dajvid's Bar, 1123 - 17th Street, N. W., 
where he spent several minutes looking at a telephone directory. He 
was not observed to make any contacts either at Mickey's Grill or 
David's Bar. Both of these establishments have been reported by 
informants to be frequented by individuals known to be homosexuals. 


Upon leaving David's Bar, Offie\proceeded to Connecticut Avenue. 
In crossing Connecticut Avenue, he spoke to a young man who did not 
stop. Upon arriving in front of the Mayflower Hotel, Offie engaged a 
taxi cab and was driven to his residence.

At 1710 Broadway it was ascertained that this is known as 
the International Ladies Garment Workers Building. This building is 
occupied almost in its entirety by the International Ladies Garment Workers 
Union. The building directory did not reflect the subject’s name as 
occupying an office in this building. It did not reflect that the subject's 
organization known as the International Labor Information Service occupied 
any offices in the building. It was reflected, however, that Room 20f 
occupied by JAI LOVESTONE, who is also the subject of an Espionage 
investigation at New York. 




Concerning JAT^LO^STONE, he was bom on December 15, 1897. 

His birthplace is indicated as both.Kalchad, Poland, and Grodno Province, 
Russia. LOVESTOHE Immigrated to the United States in 1907 and became a 
naturalized citizen February 7, 1919* LOVESTONE was formerly active in the 
Socialist Party, the Communist Party, and in the Communist Party (opposition) 
which was founded/by himself but is now extinct. LOVESTONE is presently an 
advisor to DkTJsf: DUBINSKY, President of the International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union; LOVES TONE presently is residing at 1 University Place, New 
York City. 


Inquiries were made at this address with negative results 
in an attempt to determine the New York address utilized by the subject. 
LOVESTONE at the present time is allegedly anti-Communist and actively 
engaged in anti-Communist activity. 

It is noted in referenced letter dated August 31# 1950 from 
the Bureau to Washington Field that the subject's telephone listing in New 
York is Columbus 5-7000. This telephone listing is the main listing for 
the ILGTO at 1710 Broadway. By use of a suitable pretext, an attempt was 
made to verify the employment of the subject at 1710 Broadway. In this 
connection, JAY LOVESTONE advised that he was acquainted with the subject 
and that he occasionally contacted his office? however, at this particular 
time, 0FF3E was out of town and it was not known when he would return to 
New York City. LOVESTONE declined to state where OFFIE resided and could 
be located when in New York City.

In the case entitled "Seaboard Construction Company, Rye Lake 
Airport j Fraud Against the Government", it is reported in New York report 
dated August 6, 1943 that HECTOR JXDOBD is Vice President of this company 
and resides at 1158 Fifth Avenue, New York City. The files of this office 
also indicate that the Seaboard Construction Company of 8 West 40th Street' 
has restricted Navy contra cts i n-connect ion with th«“Atcmic Energy Program. 
It is indicated that a Mr. SMITH is in charge of this office. 


At 8 West 40th Street, it was determined that the Seaboard Con¬ 
struction Corporation maintains office space in Room 807 of this buaMding 
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and also that HECTOR J. DOT© maintains an office in this same room. The 
above case concerning the Seaboard Construction Company; Fraud Against the 
Government, concerns the construction of the Rye Lake Airport at Harrison, 

Hew York, by that company for the Civil Aeronautics Authority. Allegations 
were made that the contractor was deliberately violating specifications in 
connection with the construction of the airport. The facts of this par¬ 
ticular case were discussed with the Hew York Regional Office of the TTar 
Frauds Unit and it was cited by HERBERT L. ABRONS, chief of this office, 
that further investigation was unnecessary and it would be taken up with 
the Department of Justice, suggesting that this case be closed. 

It was also noted in referenced report on page 13 that the 
subject contemplated purchasing aNjew automobile, which was being arranged 
through a mutual friend, BERNARD E,^S^ITH. It will be noted that in the 
above-mentioned file pertaining to the seaboard Constriction Company, it 
is reflected that BERNARD E. SMITH, better known as BEN SMJTH, is President 
of the Seaboard Construction Company. SMITH'S address is given as 1158 
Fifth Avenue, Hew York City, which appears to be identical with that residence 
of HECTOR J. DOT©. It is indicated that SMITH was President of the Seaboard 
Construction Company since approximately 1941. It is set forth that BEH SMITH 
at one time was a member of the Hew York Stock Exchange and has been associated 
with various corporations, the result of which he has accumulated a tremendous 
fortune. In 1929 he was reported to have made millions in the stock market, 
engaging in various transactions in the early 1930’s which netted him con¬ 
siderable profits. 


This file contains further information concerning BEH SMITH; 
however, this is not being set forth in view of the fact that it is not 
known if he is identical with the BERNARD E.. SMITH who was believed to be 
a mutual friend of the subject.

It has been ascertained that OFFIE maintains a checking account 
at the Riggs National Bank, 1503 Pennsylvania Avenue, N. W. The 
deposits made by OFFIE to this account have been monitored from 
January, 19^6, to June, 1950. Since most of the items deposited were 
identified only by the name of the bank or clearing house number of 
the bank upon which they were drawn, it will be necessary to review 
the Recordak photographs of these checks in order to determine the 
identity of the drawer. 

With regard to the request contained in Bureau letter of 
yr September 1, 1950, to ascertain if possible whether there have been 
f any charges against OFFIE*s account for sums paid to individuals 
in Paris, it was determined at the Riggs National Bank that they do 
not make Recordak photographs of checks drawn on accounts of their 
own depositors. 

It was not apparent from the records of the bank that any of 
the items deposited to OFFIE*s account were from sources in France 
in the nature of rental collections for real property. However, the 
possibility exists that if OFFIE is the recipient of such funds, 
payments could be made to him through some other bank in the United 
States. This could possibly be determined through a review of 
Recordak photographs of the checks deposited to OFFIE*s account. 

The only items deposited that were drawn on banks outside the United 
States were as follows: Checks drawn on the Bank of Montreal, Toronto, 
Canada, and the Royal Trust Company, Toronto, Canada. Since the 
amounts of these checks coincide with the amounts of checks received 
by OFFIE from the Hudson Bay Mining and Smelting Company, it was 
believed that all these checks represent stock dividend payments to 
OFFIE from the above company. ^ 

Six checks from, the Secretary of the Estate of L. L. TIMER, 
London, of which two were deposited on February 11, 19U7, 
in the amounts of $73.33 and $70, respectively. 
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Two checks deposited on February 21*, 19l*7> each in the sum 
of $70* 

Two checks deposited on March 5* 19U7, in the amounts of 
170 and $29.1*3, respectively. 

Some of items deposited to OFFIE's account were indicated to be 
pay checks; however, there were also a number of items drawn on the 
United States Treasury which are believed to be pay checks although 
not so indicated. Also, some of the items drawn on the U. S. 

Treasury would appear to be possibly interest payments on U. S. 

Government bonds or expense checks received by OFFIE during his tenure 
as a Government employee. 

j OFFIE’s account also reflects that he has received sums of 

I money from former Ambassador "WILLIAM ^‘StJLLITT. There was deposited 
/ to his account on January 7, 19U7, a check drawn on the account of 
/ "WILLIAM C. BULLITT at the Girard Trust Company, Philadelphia, 

Pennsylvania, in the sum of $2,£61.36. Another check in the sum of 

$700 was deposited on March l*, 19i*7« Then on April It, 19l*7, another 

check drawn by BULLITT in the sun of $6,000 was deposited. Again on 

December 19, 19l*9, a check drawn by BULLITT in the sum of $217.31 

was deposited to OFFIE's account. There was also deposited to his 

account on December 21*, 191*8, a check in the amount of $1,000 drawn 

on the Girard Trust Company, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; and although 

the payer of the check was not indicated it was possible that this 

was also drawn on BULLITT'S acoount. There were also a number of < 

other checks deposited to OFFIE's account drawn on the Girard Trust 

Company which are set forth in the work papers of SA (A) J. BERNARD 

COOK. Assuming that all of the checks deposited to OFFIE's account 

which were drawn on the Girard Trust Company were those of WILLIAM 

C. BULLITT, it would appear that OFFIE, over the past four years, 

has deceived a total of $16,0£8.£7 from former Ambassador BULLITT. 
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\ It is therefore requested that this office be advised whether 

\ the Bureau desires that the Recordak photos of the checks deposited 
« to OFFIE’s account be reviewed and further whether leads obtained 
as a result of this procedure should be directed from this office 
^to other offices* 


Attempts were made to obtain a copy of the Evening Star 
newspaper of September 8, 19£>0$ however, this office was advised by 
the Evening Star that no copies of this issue were available* 

However, it was ascertained that in the Evening Star for that date 
there appeared in BETTY BEAL*s column information concerning the 
purchase of a house on Rowland Place, N. W., by OFFIE. It has been 
determined that this house is located at No. 3318 Rowland Place, N. W. 

The records of the Recorder of Deeds for the District of 
Columbia have failed to reflect that the deed conveying this property 
to OFFIE has been placed on record as yet* Tfhen the details of this 
transaction are ascertained from these records attempts w ill be made 
to ascertain where OFFIE secured the funds for the purchase of this 
property. The pertinent portion of the article- in the Evening Star 
of September 8, 1950, has been quoted in a report in instant case 
dated October 20, 1950, which has already been forwarded to the Bureau. 

There are being forwarded as attachments to this communication 
for the information of the Bureau and the New York Office photo- 
static copies of the work papers prepared by SA COOK, who monitored 
the account of the subject at the Riggs National Bank* 


It is interesting to note that although OFFIE appears to have 
large sums of money invested in real estate, his income over the years 
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would not appear to justify the accumulation of such large sums of 
money* A perusal of the Foreign Service list published by the 
Department of State for the past £ew f < v:e ars indicates that OFFIE, 

Captained the rank of a Class I 4 , 
^Foreign Service Officer. In this list dated January 1, 19k7 f his 
salary was indicated to be $6,600 per annum. As of January 1, I 9 I 48 , 
$6,900 per annum, and as of July 1, 19^8, $75200 per annum. OFFIE 
remained with the State Department until August, 19U8, and it is not 
known whether he received any increases in salary prior to his 
severance. In addition to his salary he undoubtedly received a living 
allowance, but it would not appear reasonable that this would amount 
to enough to enable OFFIE to accumulate the money to justify the 
expenditures he has made for real estate. 

The Bureau’s attention is directed to the report of SA JAMES 
J. CANAVAN dated August 2, 1950, which reflects that OFFIE on 
Julj^l8, 1950, had dinner With an individual believes to be ROBERT 
SHrKEELET, a former State Department employee. Information 'obtained 
from the Department of State concerning this individual reflects that 
while stationed at Ankara, Turkey, with the State Department it was 
alleged that KELLEY engaged in black market money transactions. It 
is possible that OFFIE was engaged in such transactions which would 
account for his accumulation of funds. It is also noted in Bureau 
letter. dat.ftd August, PR.

It is suggested that if the Bureau has not already done so, 
attempts might be made to obtain further information concerning these 
allegations from the State Department. It is also suggested to the 
I Bureau that a review of OFFIE’s income tax returns for the years 
f 19U6, 19U7, and 19U8 may throw some light on the amount and sources 
of his income. 
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As previously in dicated OFFIE has maintained contact -with 
Confidential Informants I I the identities of whom are 

known to the Bureau. Information recently received by this office 
also indicat es that OFFIE maintains contact with Confidential Infor¬ 
mant!^^] whose identity is known to the Bureau.

By memoranda dated 11-20,22-50 and 12-1,2-50, the WPG 
brought to the attention of the‘Bureau information indicating that the 
Internal Revenue Bureau is presently conducting an investigation con¬ 
cerning Carmel Off ie. This informa tion first came to light on 11-8-50 
when Special Agent | of the Bureau of Internal Revenue 

contacted the WQ to report that he had learned of the Bureau’s investiga¬ 
tion of Offie while monitori ng the s ubject’s account at the Riggs 
National Bank in "Washington. | | indicated the Bureau of Internal 

Revenue is interested in developing information to determine if Offie 
,had failed to pay taxes due on his income and If he had neglected to 
file a gift tax return regarding gifts he had received as required by 
the tax 3a w. 

The WO subsequently reported that an official at the Riggs 
National ’Bank in Washington had been very upset over the fact that an 
agent of the Internal Revenue Bureau had served a subpoena on the bank 
calling for all information concerning the accounts of Offie. The 
official knew that the Bureaux had previously approached the bank for ^4* 
information concerning Offie 1 s accounts and, therefore, believed the ^ 
FBI had furnished information to the Internal Revenue Bureau concerni^^^T' 
the existence of the accounts at the bank.

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Subsequently the bank official had a conference with a Mr. CdxJ 
Special Agent in Charge of •the 'Washington Office of the Internal Revenue' 
Bureau. He called this conference for the purpose of determining if the 
FBI had furnished any information to the Internal Revenue Bureau. Mr. 
Cox was said to have advised the bank official that he was not furnished 
any information in this case or in any other case by the FBIj that the 
FBI neither furnished information to the Internal Revenue Bureau nor 
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received any inform tion from the Internal Revenue Bureau. This apparently 
satisfied the bank official and although it was thought for a while the 
situation might jeopardize the relations our Field Office has with the 
bank, there no longer appears to be any danger of this. 


Mr. Lawrence of our Liaison Section approached a contact he 
ha s in the Int elligence Service of the Treasury Department, whose name 
is | | for the purpose of determining the basis for the investiga¬ 

tion of Of fie presently being undertaken by the Internal Revenue Bureau. 

I advised Mr. Lawrence that an Internal Revenue agent through a 
routine examination of incane tax returns discovered an irregularity in 
one of Offie's returns in connection'with the reporting of huge medical 
expenses, unsupported by vouchers. The Internal Revenue agent called at 
Offie >s residence to discuss this with him and discovered that Offie has 
a servant working for him and has several expensive items in his hone 
which he revealed had been gifts from prominent individuals. The Internal 
Revenue agent determined tia t offie had not filed any gift tax returns 
and being of the opinion that Offie was living beyond the income he had 
reported, referred the matter to the appropriate section of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau as a possible fraud case. Thereafter, the Internal Revenue 
Bureau undertook the investigation which resulted in the subpoena on the r 
Riggs National Bank.I
